ORDINANCE TO AMEND AND CONSOLIDATE AS 
AMENDED THE ORDINANCES RESPECT- 
ING SCHOOLS. 


[Assented to 31st December, 1892.] 


The Lieutenant-Governor, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Legislative Assembly of the Territories, en- 
acts as follows :— 


1. This Ordinance may be cited as “'The School Ordin- 
2? 
ance. 


2. The expression “ratepayer shall mean and include any 
person over the age of twenty-one years,who is the owner 
or occupant of property within the School District lable to 
assessment and who has been such owner or occupant of 
such property for a period of at least three months, and 
shall also mean and include any person over said age, who 
is assessed on the last revised assessment roll of the school 
district for taxable income. 


(a) The term “resident ratepayer” shall mean and include 
any person over the age of twenty-one years actually 
residing within the School District. and who has so resided 
therein and owned or been the occupant of property liable 
to assessment therein for a period of at least three months, 
and shall also mean and include any person over said age 
who has actually resided in the School District for at least 
said period and whois in receipt of taxable income therein. 


3. The expression “Town School District” shall mean: all 
Sehool Districts whose limits coincide with the limits of the 
Municipality in which they are situated. mn 


(a). The expression “School District” shall mean all 
School Districts other than town School Districts. 
-. (b) The expression “Yearly Schools” shall mean Schools 
which are kept open during the whole year. 
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(c) The expression, “Sumner Schools” shall mean Schools 
which are only kept open during part of the year. 


(d) The expression, “oath” includes a solemn affirmation 
or declaration, whenever the context applies to any person 
and case by whom and in which a solemn affirmation or 
declaration may be made instead of an oath; and in like 
cases the expression “sworn” includes the expression “affirm- 
ed” or “declared.” 


4. There may be established, subject to the provisions of 
this Ordinance and to the Regulations of the Council of 
Public Instruction, the following classes of Schools, 
hamely :— 


(a) PUBLIC SCHOOLS, for pupils between five and twenty 
years of age, in which instruction shall be given in the 
elements of an English and commercial education. - 


(b) SEPARATE SCHOOLS, for pupils between five and twenty 
years of age, in which instruction shall be given in the ele- 
ments of an English and commercial education. 

(c) KINDERGARTEN SCHOOLS, for pupils between four and 
seven years of age, in which instruction shall. be given 
according to kindergarten methods. 


(d) NigHr SCHOOLS, for pupils over fourteen years of age 
who are unable to attend School during the usual School 
hours. 


(e) UNION ScHOOLS,for such pupils as pass the preseribed 
entrance examination, in which instruction may be given 
in the higher branches of a practical English and commer- 
cial education, the natural sciences, mathematics, and the 
Greek, Latin, French and German languages. 


({) NorMAL SCHOOLS, for the training of candidates for 
first, second and third class teachers’ certificates, 


(g) ‘TEACHERS INSTI "res, for the reading of papers and 
the general discussion of educational topics, 


SCHOOLS, 3. 
COUNCIL OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION. 


5. The members of the Executive Committee, and four 
persons, two of whom shall be Frotestants and two Roman 
Catholics, appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Coun- 
cil, shall constitute a Couneil of Public Instruction, and one 
of the said Executive Committee, to be nominated by the 
Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council, shall be Chairman of the 
said Council of Public Instruction. The appointed mem- 
bers shall have no vote, and shall receive such remuneration 
as the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council shall provide. 


(1) The Executive Committee, or any sub-Committee 
thereof appointed for thatpurpcse, shall constitute a quorum 
of the Council of Public instruction. 


6. It shall be lawful for the JLieutenant-Governor-in- 
Council to appoint a Supcrintendent of Education for the 
Territories, who shall also be Secretary of the Council of 
Public Instruction. 


7. It shall be lawful for the Counei of Public Instruction 
from time to time 


(a) To appoint two or more Examiners at such remuner- 
ation as shall be thought proper, and who shail constitute a 
Board of Examiners to examine teachers and grant cer- 
tificates of qualification. 


(b) To make and establish rules and regulations for the 
conduct of Schools and Institutes,and to prescribe the duties 
of teachers and their classification. 


(c) To determine the subjects and percentages required 
fur all classes and grades of certificates of teachers as_ well 
as to make and prescribe rules for the guidance of candi- 
dates for certificates of qualification as tewchers. 


(d) To select, adopt and prescribe the text-books to be 
usefl in the Publie and Separate Schools of the Territories, 


(e) To arrange for the proper training, examination, 
grading and licensing of teachers, and the granting of cer- 
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tificates, which shall be of seven classes namely :—High 
School; First Class, grade A & B; Second Class, grade A 
& B; Third Class and Provisional. Provided that, where 
Kindergarten Schools are authorized, the Superintendent of 
Zducation may allow trustees to engage any person who 
holds a certificate from any kindergarten training school, 
but such kindergarten certificate must first have the ap- 
proval of the Superintendent of Education. 


(f) To determine all cases of appeal, disputes and com- 
plaints, arising from decisions of Trustees or Inspectors, 
and to make such orders thereon as may be required. 


(g) To make any provisions, not inconsistent with this 
Ordinance, that may be necessary to meet exigencies oceur- 
ring under its operation. 


(h) To make and establish rules and regulations for the 
guidance of Inspectors. 


8 The Council of Public Instruction shall report annually 
to the Lieutenant-Governor upon all the Schools and In- 
stitutes herein mentioned, with such statements and sugges- 
tions for promoting education generally as they may deem 
useful and expedient. 


SUPERINTENDENT. 


9, Under the authority of the Council of Public Instruc- 
tion, it shall be the duty of the Superintendent, 


_ (a) To see that text-books, adopted by the Council of 
Public Instruction, are used in all the Schools of the Ter- 
ritories.~ 


(b) To see that the established rules and regulations for 
the conduct of all Schools are carried out.

(c) To make regulations for the registermng andreporting 
of the daily attendance at all Schools. ; 


(d) To see that all Schools are managed’ and conducted 
according to Law. =: + 
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(c) ‘To suspend, for cause, the certificate of qualification 
of any teacher until the Council of Public Instruction shall 
confirm or disallow his action in suspending such teacher 
after investigation. The cancellation or suspension of any. 
teacher's certificate, when so confirmed by the Council of 
Puble Instruction, shall release the Schoo! Trustees of the 
District, in which such teacher may be employed, from any 
obligation to continue to employ him as such teacher. 


({) To sign all certificates of qualification and to keep a 
register of all certificates. 


(g) To prepare suitable forms, and to give instructions tor 
making all reports and conducting all proceedings under 
this Ordinance, and to cause the same, with such general 
regulations as may be approved of by the Council of Public 
Instruction, for the better organization and government of 
all Schools in the Territories, to be transmitted to the 
officers required to execute the provisions of this Ordin- 
ance. 


(1) Upon the recommendation of an Inspector, the 
Superintendent may grant Provisional Certificates of quali- 
tication, which shall be valid till the next examination of 
teachers. 


10. It shall be the duty of the Superintendent tocall any 
School meeting required to be held under this Ordinance, 
when the parties, who are otherwise invested with the 
power to do so, either neglect or refuse to exercise it. 


INSPECTORS, 


11. The Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council may appoint 
Inspectors of Schools in the Territories,and fix their salaries 
and travelling allowances, and such Inspectors shall several- 
ly hold office during pleasure and, in addition to the duties 
imposed upon them under Section 91 of this Ordinance, 
shali perform such other duties as may be imposed upon 
them from time to time by the Council of Pubhe In- 
struction. - 
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SCHOOL DISTRICTS. 


12. The name of every School District created under this 
Ordinance shall be “ 
(here insert the name chosen as hereinafter Pray 
School District No. of the North-West Territories 


(1) School Districts shall be numbered consecutively 1m 
the order of their proclamation. 


13. A School District shall comprise an area of not more 
than twenty-five square miles nor more than five miles 1m 
breadth or length, exclusive of road allowances, and shall 
contain not lesa ter four resident heads of families, and 
ten children of “school age,’ which shall mean between the 
ages of five and twenty inclusive. 


(1) Provided always that any person, not living within a 
School District, may apply to the trustees of any organized 
School District to have his or her property, not “already i in- 
cluded in any other District, assessed in any such School 
District to secure the advantages of education for his or her 
children, and, in such ease, the trustees shall receive such 
application and place such property on the assessment roll 
ot such District. And such property shall remain on such 
assessment roll until a new District 1s established including 
such property. 


FORMATION OF SCHOOL. DISTRICTS. 


14. Any three ratepayers, two of whom shall be heads 
of families, resident in any district, fulfilling the require- 
ments of Section 13 of this Ordinance, may be formed, or 
may form themselves into a Committee to procure its erec- 
tion into a School District, and may petition the Council of 
Publie Instruction for such erection. 


The Petition shall set forth:— 


(1) The proposed name, limits, location and approximate 
area of the proposed School District; 


(2) The total population, and the number of adults and 
children(from five to twenty years of age inclusive)resident 
within the proposed District : 
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(3) The total number of ratepayers in the District, and 
the number of Protestant and Roman Catholic ratepayers 
respectively ; 


And such petition shall be accompanied by a sketch,plan 
or map of the proposed District, showing its boundaries, 
principal legal sub-divisions, physical features and general 
location ; and, in case of rural School Districts, the quarter 
sections or river lots, if the land is surveyed, on which the 
children of school age reside. Such petition may be in 
Form “A” in the Schedule annexed hereto. 


16. The petition must be accompanied by an affidavit of 
a member of the committee, that the said members are 
bona, fide resident ratepayers of the proposed School District, 
that two of them are heads of families, and that the state- 
ments made in the petition are correct. 


17. On receipt of a petition for the erection of a School 
District, the Couneil of Public Instruction shall take such 
steps as they may think advisable to determine whether or 
not there are any objections to the limits of the proposed 
District, and shall notify the petitioners of their determina- 
tion. 


18. On receiving the approval of the Council of Public 
Instruction to the limits of any proposed District, a notice 
in Form“B” in the Schedule annexed hereto calling a meeting 
of the ratepayers shall be posted up by the petitioners in 
at least five widely separated places within such limits, one 
of which shall be the post office therein, or nearest thereto, 
at least two weeks next preceding the date of said meet- 
ing. 


(1) A certitied copy of such notice, together with an ath- 
davit by a member of the committee, in Form “P” in the 
Schedule annexed hereto, that at least five such notices have 
been posted, as hereinbefore provided, shall be forwarded to 
the Council of Puble Instruction. 


FIRST SCHOOL MEETING. 


19. At the hour appointed in the notice of the commit- 
tee, calling the first School Meeting,the resident ratepayers 
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present shall organize the meeting by appointing a Chan 
man and Secretary. 


20. The Chairman shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal to the meeting, and in case of an 
equality of votes, he shall give the casting vote, but he 
shall have no vote except as Chairman. 


21. The Chairman shall take the votes in the manner de- 
sired by a majority of the resident ratepayers present ; but 
he shall at the request of any two resident ratepayers grant 
2 poll for recording by the Secretary the names of the vot- 
ers present ; such poll shall close at 5 o'clock p.m. 


(1) Only resident ratepayers shall be entitled to vote at 
a first School Meeting. 


22. If required by any person present, or of his own ac- 
cord, if deemed advisable, the Chairman shall administer 
the oath, prescribed in notice in Form “ B” in the Schedule 
annexed hereto, to any person desiring to vote. 


23. If the majority of votes taken at this “meeting is 
against the erection of a School District, the Chairman shall 
notify the same to the Council of Public Instruction. 


FIRST ELECTION OF TRUSTEES. 


24. So soon as the majority of the ratepayers at the first 
School Meeting have decided in favor of the erection of the 
School District, the resident ratepayers shall, by a majority 
of votes, elect three Trustees, who shall be resident rate- 
payers of the district. 


25. The Chairman at the first election of Trustees shall 
not be eligible for the office of Trustee. 


26. Every ratepayer shall have as many votes as there 
are Trustees to be elected, but shall in‘no case vote more 
than onee for one candidate at the same election. 


27. The Trustees elected at a first School District meet- 
ing shall be declared to hold office as follows :— 
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(1) The candidate receiving the highest number of votes, 
either by polling or show of hands, as the case may be, or 
the first one nominated, if no vote has been taken, shall be. 
elected to serve until and including the thirty-first day of 
December of the second year following the election ; 


(2) The candidate receiving the second highest number 
of votes, or second in order of nomination, shall be elected 
to serve until and including the thirty-first day of Decem- 
her of the year following the election: 


(3) The candidate receiving the third highest number of 
votes, or the third in order ae nomination, shall be elected 
to serve until and including the thirty-first day of Decem- 
ber following the election : 


(4) Provided always, that when the election takes place 
between the thirtieth day of June and the thirty-first day 
of December following in any year, the third Trustee shall 
continue in office until and including the thirty-first day of 
December the year following the election: the second Trus- 
tee shall continue in office until and including the thirty- 
tirst day of December of the second year following the elee- 
tion ; and the first Trustee shall continue in office until and 
including the thirty-first day of December of the third year 
following the election: 


(5) Provided always, that the Trustee going out of office 
shall remain in office until his successor is elected. 


28. Every Trustee shall, within 8 days after his election, 
making the following declaration before the Chairman :— 

““T, A.B., do hereby accept the office of Trustee, to which I have been 
elected, in (name of Schoo] District in full), and I will, to the best of my 
ability, honestly and faithfully discharge the duties devolving on me as 
such Trustee during the term for which I have been elected, in accordance 
with ** The School Ordinance.” 


1. The Chairman shall thereupon grant him a certiticate 
of election in the following form :— 

‘“T, A.B., do hereby declare that (give name, residence and occupation 
of person mertioned) elected trustee for (give name of School District)has 
this day made before me the declaration of office, as_ prescribed by the 


Ordinance in that behalf. 
(Signed) ‘A.D. 
Dated Chairman. 
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29. The Chairman shall, within ten days after the date 
of the election, send to the Council of Public Instruction 
a certified copy of the minutes of the meeting, and a declar- 
ation made before a Justice of the Peace, stating the names 
and addresses of the Trustees elected, and that they have 
fulfilled the requirements of the next preceding Section. 


PROCLAMATION. 


30. Upon notification by the Council of Public Instruction 
that the requirements of the next preceding Section have 
been complied with, the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council 
may, if the majority of the votes at the School District 
meeting has been in favor of the erection of the School 
District, proclaim the District a School District in accord- 
ance with the terms of the petition addressed to them in 
that behalf, with such number as they may see fit, and in 
manner as hereinafter provided. 


(a) New Districts shall only become entitled to Govern- 
ment aid on,from and after the first day of the School term 
following the proclamation of their erection. 


31. The Proclamation erecting any School District shall 
set forth :-— 


(1) The name in full, situation and limits thereof : 


(2) The date and place at which the meeting of rate- 
payers and the election of Trustees was held ; 


(3) The names of the elected Trustees. 
SEPARATE SCHOOLS. 


32. The minority of the ratepayers in any organized 
Public. School District, whether Protestant or Roman 
Catholic, may establish a Separate School therein, and im 
such case, the ratepayers establishing such Protestant or 
Roman Catholic Separate Schools shall be liable only to 
assessments of such rates as they impose upon themselves 
in respect thereof.  * | 
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33. The Petition for the erection of a Separate School 
District shall be signed by three ratepayers, two of whom 
shall be resident heads of families, of the religious faith in- 
ana in the name of the proposed disérict, and shall set 
forth. 


(a) The religious faith of the petitioners ; 


(b) The proposed name (stating whether Protestant or 
Roman Catholic) of the district ; 


(c) Its proposed limits, detinite location and approximate 
area: 


(d) The total number of heads of families and of children 
of school age of the religious faith of the petitioners resid- 
ing within the limits of the proposed district ; 


(e) Together with the total assessed value of their real 
and personal property, according to the last revised assess- 
ment roll of the district. 


And such petition shall be accompanied by a sketch, plan 
or map, as 1s required in the case of a Public School District, 
and also by an affidavit of one of the petitioners verifying 
the facts set forth in their petition. Such petition may be 
in form “C” in the Schedule annexed hereto. 


34. The persons qualitied to vote for or,against a peti- 
tion for the erection of a Separate School District, shall be 
the ratepayers resident therein being of the same religious 
faith as the petitioners. 


35. The notice calling a meeting of the ratepayers for 
the purpose of taking their votes on the petition for the 
erection of a Separate School District shall be asin Form 
“Tin the Schedule annexed hereto; and the proceedings sub- 
sequent to the posting of such notice, including the. issuing 
of the proclamation, shall be the same as in the case of a 
Public School District. 


36. After the establishment of a Separate School District 
wnder the provisions of this Ordinance, such Separate 
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School District shall possess and e@XCICISC all rights, powers, 
privileges and be subject to the same liabilities and method 
of government, as 1s herein provided in respect of Public 
School Districts. 


ALTERATIONS IN LIMITS OF SCHOOL DISTRICTS. 


37 The Council of Public Instruction shall have 
power to alter the boundaries of a School District,by adding 
thereto or takiny therefrom, or to divide one or more exist- 
ing School Districts into two or more Districts, or to unite 
portions of an existing District with another District, or 
with any new District, in case it has been satisfactorily 
shown before them that the rights of ratepayers underSec- 
tion 14 of “The North-West Territories Act,’ to be affected 
thereby, will not be prejudiced, and that the proposed 
changes are for the general advantage of those concerned. 


(1) In the case of any School District having any deben- 
ture debt outstanding, no alteration shall be made in the 
same or in the boundaries thereof which will prejudicially 
affect the rights or security of the holderofsuch debentures 
without due provision being made for the protection of such 
holder. 


(2) No alteration shail be made in the boundaries of any 
School District without duc provision being made for the 
settlement and adjustment of the assets and liabilities of 
the same between the districts into which the same may be 
divided, or between the same and the portions thereof add- 
ed to, or taken therefrom ; and the Council of Public In- 
struction may cause the necessary inquiries to be made in 
order to ascertain and determine the due proportion of such 
assets and liabilities and the best method of settling and 
adjusting the same as aforesaid and may in their discretion 
appoint one or more commissioners to make such inquiries 
and report thereon and may, in and by the proclamation or 
minute altering such district, prescribe and declare the 
terms of such settlement and adjustment and the manner 
in which the same shall be carried into effect, and, in cases 
in which by the terms of such settlement and adjustment 
any rates or taxes are required to be levied or collected 
upon property in ary division of such district or taken from 
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such district, may prescribe and declare by whom, at what 
times and in what manner such rates and taxes shall be 
raised, levied and collected and to whom the same or any 
part thereof shall be paid and by what district or districts, 
in what proportions and to whom the expenses of such 
settlement and adjustment shall be paid. 


CHANGING THE NAME OF A SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


38. The Council of Public Instruction may from time to 
time alter the corporate name of any School District, upon 
the petition of the majority of the ratepayers of such Dis- 
trict and notice of such alteration shall be published in the 
Official Gazette. 


ANNUAL ELECTION OF TRUSTEES. 


39. The regular annual election of a School Trustee to 
fill the vacaney, which occurs yearly under the provisions 
of Section 27, ‘shall take place after the reports required by 
Section 173 of this Ordinance have been submitted at the an- 
nual meeting of ratepayers, and such report shall be sub- 
mitted to the ratepayers at the hour of ten in the forenoon : 
and in the event of a poll being demanded before twelve 
o'clock for the election of such School Trustee, except as 
hereinafter provided for nomination and election of ‘Trus- 
tees in Town School Districts, the same shall be opened at 
that hour, and shall close at five o'clock in. the afternoon 
of the same day, unless a majority of the ratepayers pre- 
sent shall postpone such election for a period not exceeding 
one week, and in such case the poll shall be opened at ten 
o’elock in the forenoon and shall close at five o’elock in the 
afternoon. 


AO. In-Town Districts the annual nomination and election 
of Trustees shall be held at the same time and place as the 
Municipal nominations‘and elections. » The returning offeer 
for the Municipality shall receive emis tone declare a 
poll and prepare ballot papers in the same. manner as~i 
preseribed for elections held. under “The Municipal Ordin- 
ance,” or any amendments thereto. 
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(a) All reports required under Section 173 of this Ordin- 
ance, where elections are held as provided for under the 
preceding Section, may be printed in a newspaper published 
in the School District at least one week before nomination 
day, or a public meeting shall be held on nomination day 
and Trustees shall then give the required information as 1s 
provided for in the case of School Districts. 

(b) The Board of Public School Trustees of a Town School 
District shall give notice to the Clerk of the Municipality on 
or before the first day of December in each year of the 
number of vacancies required to be tilledtomake the Schoo! 
Board complete, and the election to fill such vacancies shall 
be held on the same day and in the same manner as Munici- 
pal Councillors, except as to qualitication to vote, which 
shall be as provided for in the Ordinance respecting Schools. 

(c) In every case in which notice is given, as aforesaid, 
the nomination and election of School ‘Trustees shall be held 
at the same time and place and by the same returning 
otticer or officers, and conducted in the same manner as 
Municipal nominations and election of Councillors, and the 
provisions of this Ordinance respecting the time for open- 
ing and closing the poll, the mode of voting, corrupt or im- 
proper practices, vacancies and declaration of office shall 
mutatis mutandis apply to the election of School Trustees. 

(c) In the list of qualified voters to be delivered to the 
returning ofhcer by the Clerk of the Municipality before the 
opening of the poll, the Clerk shall place opposite the names 
of any persons on the said list who have been returned to 
him as supporters of Separate Schools the letters “S.S.S.,” 
and the returning officer shall not deliver to any such per- 
son a ballot paper for public School Trustees. 

(e) In case any objection is made to the right of any 
person to vote at any election of School Trustees the return- 
ing officer may require the person whose right of voting is 
objected to, to make the following oath and affirmation:— 

i do vlemnly swear that I am a 
bona fide resident ratepayer cf (give name of district in 
fall), that I am of the full age of twenty-one years, that I 
am not an unenfranchised Indian, that I have not before 
voted at this election and that I have not received any re- 
ward either directly or indirectly, nor have I any hope of 
receiving any reward for voting at this time and place. So 
help me God. F | 
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(f) A separate set of ballot papers shall be prepared by 
the Clerk of the Municipality containing the names of the 
candidates nominated for School Trustees, of the same form 
as those used for Councillors, except the substitution of the 
words “School Trustee” for “Councillor,” on said ballot paper. 


(g) After the 8ist day of December, 1893, Trustees of 
Lown School Districts shall be elected to serve for a period 
of two years; 


Provided, that Trustees at present in office shall retire in 
the following order : 


The two Trustees next in order for retirement shall  re- 
tire on the 31st day of December, 1893, and the remaining 
three shall retire on the 31st day of December, 1894. 


41. In School Districts partly within the limits of a 
Town Municipality the annual nomination and election of 
Trustees shall be held one week later at the same hour and 
place as the Municipal election. The Chairman of ithe 
Board shall act as returning officer, and receive nominations, 
declare a poll, and prepare ballot papers in the same man- 
ner as is prescribed for elections held under the Municipal 
Ordinance or any amendments thereto. 


42. Trustees shall be resident ratepayers. Provided that 
no person shall be ehgible for the position of Trustee who is 
not assessed for real or personal property, or both, to the 
amount of at least $400.00. 


43, At the annual election of School Trustees,the return- 
ing officer shall, if required by any person present, or may 
et bis own accord, if deemed advisable, administer the 
following oath, which shall express the qualification of 
voters :—— 


L do solemuly swear that Iam a hona fide 
resident ratepayer of (give weanc of district in full) ; that Lam of the full 
age of twenty-one years; that [am not an aneufranchised Indian; that 
I have not before voted at this clection ; and that I have not received any 
rgward, either directly or indirectly, nor have I any hope of receiving any 
reward:for voting at this time and place. Se help uie God. 
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44. No Trustee shall hold the office of teacher within the 
District of which he is Trustee. 


45. In organized School Districts no person shall be en- 
titled to vote at any School meeting or for the election of 
a Trustee, or Trustees (as the case may be),who has not paid 


all taxes in arrear, due by him to such School District. 
ELECTION OF AUDITOR. 


46. At the annual meeting an auditor shall be elected by 
the ratepayers, to audit the accounts of the district for the 
ensuing year, and report the result thereof to the next an- 
nual meeting. 


47, In town districts the auditors for the Municipality 
shall be the auditors for the School Board, at such remuner- 
ation as shall be fixed by the School Board. 


MINUTES OF MEETINGS. 


48. A correct copy of the proceedings of every School 
Meeting, signed by the chairman and secretary, shall be 
forthwith transmitted by the secretary of such meeting to 
the Superintendent ot Education, 


TRUSTEES OF EVERY SCHOOL SHALL BE A CORPORATION. 


49, The Trustees of every School District shall be a body 
corporate, and as such’ body corporate shall have. all the 
rights and be subject to all the liabilities of a corporation 
at common law, and shall have full power to acquire, hold, 
and alienate both real and personal estate for all School 
purposes, and by the same name, they and their successors 
shall have perpetual succession, and they shall have full 
power to sue and be sued,implead and be impleaded,answer 
and be answered unto,in all courts and in all actions,causes 
and suits at law and in equity whatsoever, and they shall 
have a common'seal, with power to alter and modify: the: 
same at their will and pleasure, and they shall be, in-law * 
‘capable of receiving by donation, acquiring, holding, ~.dis-- 
posing of and conveying any property, real or movable, for 
the use of the said School District, and of becoming partios 
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to any contracts or agreements In the management of the 
attairs of the said School District, and of negotiating loans 
and borrowing money upon the credit of such corporation, 
for the purpose of defraying any expenses necessary for the 
carrying on of the business of © such corporation, subject 
always to the regulations and requirements of this Ordin- 
ance. 


BOARD OF SCHOOL TRUSTEES, 


50. It shall be the duty of the Board of Trustees of every 
School District to: 


(1) To select and acquire a School site, men shall be in 
the centre of the district or as near florets as the securing 
of a dry, healthy and suitable location will permit. In the 
event of it not being found eonvenient to have the School 
House located exactly i in the centre of the School District 
the Trustees may locate it elsewhere within the District 
upon receiving the consent of the Superintendent to such 
location. 


(2) Engage a qualified teacher, or teachers, on such terms 
as the Board may deem expedient ; the contract shall be im 
writing, and may be in Form “E” in the Schedule annexed 
hereto, and a certified copy of such contract shall be at 
once ce ded to the Superintendent of Education. 


(3) To take possession and to have the custody and _ safe 
keeping of all School property which has been acquired or 
given for School purposes to their District. 


(4) To do whatever they may judge expedient with re- 
gard to building, repairing, renting, warming, furnishing, 
‘and keeping in “order the School House or School Houses in 
their District, its or their furniture and appendages, and 
the School lands and enclosures held by them, and for pro- 
curing apparatus and School books for their School, and 
may erect and keep in order stabling accommodation. 


(5) Make such assessments on real and personal property 
of the district, and levy such taxes as may be necessary to 
defray all lawful expenses and habilities of the School Dis- 
Me for the year or that part thereof for which such taxes 

re required to be levied’ “” ~~ 
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(6) Inspect the School, see that good order is kept and 
proper instruction is given, and dismiss the teacher or any 
of the pupils for misconduct or immorality. 


(7) To keep a record of their proceedings, signed for each 
sitting by the chairman and secretary, and to sce that true 
accounts both of the School and District are kept, and the 
affairs of the District generally are conducted in the manner 
provided by this Ordinance, and with a due regard to effi- 
ciency and economy ; the accounts shall, at all reasonable 
hours, be open to the inspection of the ratepayers of the 
School District. 


(8) Select all the books, maps and globes, to be used in 
the Schools, under their control, from the list of those 
authorized by the Council of Public Instruction. 


(9) Provide free of cost, out of the funds of the district, 
books and slates for the use of the children resident within 
the distriet and attending School, whose parents are unable 
through poverty, to procure the necessary books and slates 
for them, the right to such books and slates to rest in the 
School District. 


(10) Provide, when deemed expedient, a suitable hbrary 
for the School, making such regulations as to lending and 
the prevention of loss or damage to the books of such 
library as they may think fit. 


(11) Enter into a contract to have a School House built, 
payment for which may be made in a term of years (not 
exceeding five years) in annual or semi-annual payments. 
Such indebtedness not to exceed $500.00, nor the rate of 
interest to be more than eight per centum per annum. 


(12) Procure a corporate seal for the District. 


(13). To see that all reports required by this Ordinance, 
or by the regulations of the Council of Public Instruction, 
are transmitted without delay to. the Superintendent of 
Education. 


(14) To call special mectings for any purpose whatever 
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whenever required to do so by the majority of the rate- 
payers or the Superintendent of Education. 


(15) To appoint a returning officer to preside at all 
elections, except as otherwise herein provided under this 
Ordinance. 


(16) To see that the law with reference to compulsory 
education and truancy is carried out. 


(17) To provide wholesome and pure water for the use 
of children during school hours. 


OUTHOUSES. 


(18) There shall be separate buildings for privies for boys 
and girls respectively. The buildings shall be erected in 
the rear of the School House, at fone ten feet apart, their 
entrances facing in opposite directions, or otherwise effeet- 
ually screened on each other. 


POW ERSTOMS ORO We 


51. The board of Trustees of any School District may 
authorize the chairman and treasurer thereof, to borrow 
from any person or bank, or corporation, such sum of money 
as may be required to meet the expenditure of the School 
District until such time as the taxes levied therein can be 
collected; or in the case of Schoo! Districts situated within 
a Municipality, until such time as the Municipal Council can 
pay the school taxes to the Trustees; such authorization 
shall be by by-law of the Board of Trustees, and shall be 
under the seal of the corporation. 


52. A majority of the Board of Trustees shall constitute 
a quorum at all mectings; Pome that in case the num- 
ber of Trustees is fedced to one, that one shall be held to 
be a quorum until other menor are elected. 


53. Any person eligible and elected to the office of School 
Trustee, who refuses to serve as such, shall forfeit the sum 
of twenty dollars, and his neglect or refusal to take the 
declaration of office before the first regular meeting of the 


a 
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‘Trustees if resident at the time within the District, shall be 
construed as such refusal, after which another person shall 
be elected to fill the place; but no School Trustee shall be 
reelected, except by his own consent, during the four years 
next after his going into office. 


54, Any person chosen as Trustee may resign with the 
consent, expressed in writing, of his colleagues in oflice, but 
such resignation shall only take effect upon the election of 
his successor,(see Form “EF” in Schedule annexed hereto),and 
a continuous non-residence of three months, or neglect or 
refusal to attend the meetings of the Board of Trustees 
during a period of three months, or conviction of any fel- 
ony shall cause the vacation of his office. 


55..Jn all cases of vacancy another Trustee shall be elec- 
ted at a meeting called by the Trustees, or Trustee, remain- 
ing in office, and the person so eleeted shall hold office for 
the unexpired term of the Trustee whom he replaces; pro- 
vided, if the vacancy is not filled within one month, the 
Lieutenant-Governor may appoint some qualified person to 
fill it. 

ELECTION OF CHAIRMAN. 


56. The School Trustees shall meet within ten days after 
their election, for the purpose of choosing one of theirnum- 
ber as chairman, and appointing a secretary and a treasurer, 
and transacting such other business as may be required. 


(1) In case of absence of the chairman from any meeting 
of the board, the then assembled Trustees shall elect one of 
their number to act in that capacity for the time being,who 
shall then be vested with the same powers and_ privileges 
as the ordinary chairman. 


57. In the meetings of the School Trustees all questions 
shall be decided by the majority of the votes,and the chair- 
man shall have the right to vote, but in the case of an 
quality of votes the question shall be decided in the nega- 
tive. _ pan i¥ tivee’e tka a! . 

MEETINGS ILLEGAL UNLESS PROPERLY CALLED, 


58. No act or proceeding of a Board of Trustees shall be 
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deemed valid or binding on any party. which is not adopted 
at a regular or special meeting of the corporation, of which 
notice shall have been given by either one of their body, or 
the person chosen to act as secretary, to all the Trustees, 
and a majority of Trustees at such meeting shall have full 
_ authority to perform any lawful business. | 


DUTIES OF CHAIRMAN. 
59. The Chairman shall :— 


(1) Have general supervision of the affairs of the dis- 
trict ; 


(2) Certify all accounts against the district before such 
accounts are paid by the treasurer ; 


(3) In default of the Board of Trustees appointing a 
returning officer, act as returning officer or appoint some 
other person to act as such, at all elections held during the 
period of his chairmanship. 


SECRETARY. 


60. The Board of Trustees, at the first meeting in each 
year, shall appoint a secretary, whose duty it shall be to :— 


(1) Keep a minute of all mestings of the Board ; 


(2) Answer all communications on school matters in such 
a manner as he may be directed by the Board ; 


(3) Examine the records and register of the School kept 
hy the teacher, and see that they are correct ; 


(4) Forward to the Superintendent of Education frova 
‘time to time, the reports provided for in Sections 48, 61, 62, 
and 173 of this Ordinance, and give such. other information 
in regard to the School District as may be desired,from time 
to time by the Council:of Publie Instruction, or the Board 
at Trustees, or the Superintendent of Education. 


(5) Have charge of and keep on record all. the books, | 
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papers, accounts, assessment rolls and other matters, com- 
mitted to his charge, by the Board of T rustees during his 
term of office, and deliver the same to the Chairman of the 
Board on ceasing to hold office. 


_ (6) To produce the minute and other books, assessment 
rolls, and all papers of the board of trustees for inspection 
when required by an Inspector to do so. 


61. The Secretary of every School District shall, within 
ene month of the date of the opening of the school, notify 
the Superintendent of Education of the opening of such 
School, and the qualification of the teacher or teachers em- 
ployed, and the amount of salary or salaries paid. 


62. The Secretary of every Board or Trustees shall for- 
ward to the Superintendent of Education, on the 31st day 
of May in each year, a report giving the following infor- 
mation, namely : 


(1) Name of each teacher ; 


(2) Class of certificate held by each teacher, and the date 
thereof ; 


(3) Salary paid each teacher (per month) ; 
(4) Number of children attending School, (per register) : 


(5) If School open for the whole year, or for only certain 
months during summer, naming the months during which 
it is intended to keep School open. 


, (6) Date when School opened during summer only ; 


(7) And such report shall be accompanied by an affidavit 
stating the facts contained therein to be true. 


TREASURER. 
: 63, By resolution of the Board,one of the members thereof 
may, with his consent, be appointed treasurer of the district 
for the whole or any part of the term for ‘which he was 
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elected to serve, and may be remunerated for his services 
by a sum not exceeding 22 per cent. on all moneys passing 
through his hands, on acer ount of the distr ict, the proceeds 
of School Meer ture: excepted. 

(1) Any Trustee elected as treasurer, as aforesaid, shall 
hold office as such only during the pleasure of the Board. 


64. Should it be found inexpedient to appoint a member 
of the Board as treasurer, then the Board shall appoint a 
responsible resident of the district to be tr easurer, or secre- 
tary-treasurer, during the pleasure of the Board, at such 
rate of remuneration as may be agreed upon. 


65. Every treasurer shall, before entering upon his 
duties as such, give security to the School Trustees by a 
bond, signed and acknowledged before a magistrate, and 
such security shall be given ‘by at least two solvent sureties 
jointly and severally, to the satisfaction of the Board of 
Trustees, and to the amount of any moneys for which the 
treasurer may at times be responsible,whether arising froim 
the School fund or from any particular contribution or don- 
ation paid into his hands for the support or benefit of the 
School District, and such security shall be renewed at the 
beginning of each year, or renewed at other times or 
changed ‘whenever renewal or change is required by the 
Board of Trustees. Such bond may “be in Form “G@” in Sehe- 
dule annexed hereto. 


(1) The Chairman of the Board of Trustees shall obtain 
from the magistrate a certificate in Form “H” in Schedule 


annexed hereto, and forward the same to the Superinten- 
dent of Education ; 


(2) No grant shall be paid without production of such 
certificate. 


66. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to collect, 
receive and account for all School moneys, whether derived 
from the Government, or otherwise, for the purpose of 

education within the district. of which he is treasnrer, and 
to distribute such moneys in the manner. dir ected | by, the 
Board of Trustees, and to keep.a record of the same | ma 
hook pronicns for the Purpose, Py the a of, Tru istees, 
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and he shall give and take receipts for all moneys so recelv~ 
ed and paid out by him, which he shall, when called upon 
by the auditor, appointed under this Ordinance, or by the 
School Inspector of the district for his inspection, or by the 
Board of ‘Lrustees, produce before such Board of Trustees or 
auditor or inspector, as also all moneys or accounts in his 
charge, and shall hand over the same to the Board of Trus- 
tees on his ceasing to hold office. 


PENALTIES. 


67. Any Trustee, officer or employee of a School District, 
neglecting or refusing to discharge any duty assigned to 
him by this Ordinance, shall, for each offence, be lable to. 
a fine not exceeding fifty dollars. 


68. Any Trustee, officer or employee of a School District, 
who, after his ceasing to hold office, detains any money, 
book, paper or thing belonging to the District,shall thereby 
“incur a penalty of not more than one hundred dollars for 
each day during which he wrongfully retains possession of 
such money, book, paper or thing, after having received 
notice in writing from the Chairman of the Board of Trus- 
tees, or from the Superintendent of Education, requiring: 
him to deposit the same in the hands of some person men- 
tioned in such notice.

69, Any returning othecer of any School District or pro- 
posed School District, acting under the provisions of this: 
Ordinance, who shall knowingly and wilfully prejudice the 
result of any voting, by preventing votes from ‘béing taken 
or taking unlawful votes, or altering returns or books in 
any way or by any other means, shall be liable to a fine of 
not less than one hundred dollars. 


70. Should the Trustees of any School District wilfully 
contract liabilities in the name of the District greater or 
. other than. as provided in this Ordinance, or appropriate any 

of the moneys of the Distriet for purposes. other than. are 
provided in this Ordinanee, the District, through its proper 
 officers},or the Couneil of Public Instruction, on its behalf, 
taay recover from such Trustees, jointly, or severally, the 
Sum, or sums, for which.the District has. been rendered liable 
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through the action of such Trustees over and above the 
amount provided in this Ordinance, in addition to the total 
amount of any moneys that have been misappropriated by 
such Trustees. 


71. Any person entrusted in any manner with the carry- 
ing out of any of the provisions of this Ordinance, or quali- 
fied to vote at the election of School Trustees, shall be com- 
petent to institute proceedings under this Ordinance, except 
im cases where it is especially provided to the contrary. 


72. All fines, penalties and forfeitures mentioned in this 
Ordinance may be sued for, recovered and enforeed, with 
costs, by and before a justice of the peace; and if any such 
tine or penalty and costs be not forthwith paid, after con- 
viction, or order made, the same shall, by and under the 
warrant ot the convicting justice, be enforced, levied, and 
collected, with costs of disieen and sale of the goods and 
chattels of the offender, and in default of such distress such 
justice shall, by his warrant, cause the offender to be im- 
prisoned for any time not exceeding thirty days, unless the 
tine and costs, and the reasonable expenses of endeavoring 
to collect the same, be sooner paid. 


(1) Such imprisonment shall not discharge the personal 
lability of the defendant. 


73. All moneys accruing from fines or penalties under 
this Ordinance shall belong to the General Revenue Fund of 
the Territories. 


SCHOOL DISTRICTS MAY BE: DISORGANIZED. 


74. On receipt of a report from the Superintendent of 
Kducation that any organized School District has failed,for 
at least twelve months, to open and keep open a School,and 
advising that the same be disorganized, (six months notice 
having ree given to the Trustees), the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor-in-Council may, by proclamation, declare that on and 
after a day, therein to be named, such School District shall 
be disorganized and thereupon the same shall cease to have 
or enjoy any of the rights, powers or privileges vested. in 
sueh corporations by this Ordinance ; and upon any such 
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disorganization of a School District, the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor-in-Council may appoint one or more persons as com- 
mussioners to adjust and settle the assets and liabilities of 
such District, and such commissioner or commissioners so 
appointed shall have full power and authority to sell and 
dispose of and convert into money all the assets and pro- 
perty of said District,and apply the same so far as the same 
will extend, first, in payment of the liabilities of said Dis- 
trict, and secondly in payment of his or their remuneration, 
as hereinafter mentioned, and divide the surplus, if any, 
pro vata among the ratepayers of said District entitled to 
share therein, and in case the amount so realized shall be 
insufficient to pay and satisfy the liabilities of said District 
and his or their remuneration, then such commissioner or 
commissioners shall have full power and authority to assess. 
levy and collect, in the same manner as assessors and col- 
lectors are authorized to do by this Ordinance, such sum or 
sums of money as may be required to pay and satisfy such 
indebtedness, or any balance thereof remaining unpaid and 
all expenses connected therewith, including his or their re- 
muneration, which shall be fixed by the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor-in-Council. 
TEACHER. 


75. Within ten months after the issue of the proclama- 
tion erecting a newly organized School District, the Trustees 
shall engage a qualitied person as School Teacher for such 
term, not being more than one year, and at such salary as 
may be agreed upon. 


76. It shall be the duty of the Teacher to :— 


(1) Preside over and maintain good order in the School : 


(2) Teach from such books as may be ordered or per- 
mitted by the Trustees, from the lists of books authorized 
by the Council of Public Instruction, and only such; | 


(3) Hold a public examination of the classes in the Sehoo!

(4) Admit Trustees, School Inspectors, parents of. chil- 
dren attending, or ratepayers of the District. to the Schoc 
room at any time ; ceraeh Het s vas recent

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(5) Report to the Trustees, from time to time, on the 
necessities of the School and the behaviour of the children 
attending it; 


(6) Punish children for misbehaviour, inattendance or 
disobedience, in such manner as the Trustees may permit or 
direct, maintain a regular supervision of the pupils in 
the play ground, repress the use of improper language, 
and have a care that games are honorably played; and 
generally have a care,out of School, over the deportment 
of the pupils while absent from their homes ; 


(7) Keep a true register of the School, according to the 
forms supplied by the Council of Public Instruction, make 
affidavit required by regulations of the Council,and inquire 
into and record all cases of tardiness and absence of pupils: 


(8) Keep the School registers with care, and mark 
the attendance and absence of pupils, previous to begin- 
ning the regular School work, each morning and afternoon ; 


(9) Keep a timetable showing the classification of the 
pupils, the subjects taught in each class, the hour of the day 
and the day of the week, when each snbject is taught, and 
the intervals allowed for recess during School hours ; 


(10) Keepa “ Visitor's Book” provided by the Council 
-ef Public Instruction, and enter therein the visits made 
to the School, and allow any visitor, who so chooses, to 
make therein any remarks suggested by the visit; 


(11) Report to the Trustees any necessity of cleaning 
and ventilating the School building and outhouses in con- 
nection with the same and report to the School Inspector 
any neglect on the part of the Trustees in this respect; 


(12) Report to the secretary of the Trustees any need- 
ful repairs to the School buildings or furniture and neces- 
sary supply of fuel; . | 


(13) Keep an inventory: of the School material. and 
furniture, and report any deficiency in the stock from 
time to time; aes . Pig ait . 
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(15) Render assistance to the Secretary of the Trustees 
in making the required Reports and Returns to the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor-in-Council or the Superintendent of 
Kducation or the Inspector of Schools; 


(16) Have the custody of the School premises, and 
deliver up the key, when required to do so, by the School 
Trustees ; 


(17) Immediately close the School for the day when 
it comes to his knowledge that any infectious or contagious 
disease is prevalent within the District and report the same 
immediately to the Chairman of the Trustees. In the 
event of the Trustees refusing to take the necessary pre- 
cautions he shall at once report the matter to the Council 
of Public Instruction, who shall have power to close the 
School; 


(18) The Teacher of a School may be Secretary of the 
Trustees, but not Treasurer ; 


(19) Produce all registers, time-tables and other books 
used in connection with the School, when demanded by the 
Superintendent of Education, an Inspector of Schools or a 
Justice of the Peace in and for the Territories. 


77. Every Teacher in case of sickness, certified by a medi- 
cal man, shall be entitled to his salary during such sickness 
for a period not to exceed four weeks for the entire year, 
which period may be increased by the Board of School 
‘Trustees. 


CONDUCT OF SCHOOLS. 


78, School shall be held between nine o’clock and twelve 
clock in the forenoon, and half-past one o’clock and four 
o'clock in the afternoon of every day, not including Satur- 
days, Sundays, or statutory holidays, but the School Trus- 
tees may alter or shorten the school hours, upon receiving 
the permission of the Council of Public Instruction. 


(1) A recess of fifteen minutes in the forenoon and in 
the afternoon shall be allowed the children attending 
School. | | | 


SCHOOLS, 20 


79. For yearly Schools, the school year shall be 
divided into two terms, a first term, and a second term ; 


(1) The first term shall begin on the first day of January 
and end on the thirtieth day of June in each year. 


(2) The second term shall begin on the first day of July 
and end on the thirty-first day of December in each year. 


(3) For Summer Schools, the term shall commence on the 
day upon which the School is opened for the then current 
year. 


80. In all Schools open during the whole year, there 
shall be seven weeks holidays, of which not less than two 
nor more than six weeks shall be given in: summer, and not 
less than one nor more than five in winter,to be apportioned 
at the discretion of the various Boards of School Trustees. 
The summer holidays shall fall between the 2nd day of 
July and the 3ist day of August, and the winter holidays 
shall commence on December the 24th. 


(1) When a School is only open during certain months 
in summer, the Trustees of such School may give holidays, 
_ not to exceed two weeks, between the 2nd day of July and 
the 3ist day of August, at their discretion. 


81. Good Friday, Easter Monday, Arbor Day, the birth- 
day of the reigning Sovereign, Dominion Day, Thanks- 
giving Day and any day specially appointed as a_ holiday 
by the Governor-General, the Lieutenant-Governor of the 
Territories, the Mayor of a City or Town, or the Chairman or 
Mayor of a Municipalty, shall be holidays ; and it shall be 
at the discretion of the Trustees to permit any other holi- 
days, not exceeding one day at a time. 

82. No person shall be admitted into, or continue in any 
School .as a pupil, if he be afflicted with, or has been ex- 
posed to any contagious disease, until all danger of con- 
tagion shall have passed away, as certified in writing by a 
medical man or other authority satisfactory to the Teacher. 


83. All Schools shall be tau ht in the English language, » 
and instructions may be given in the following branches, 
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grammar, history of Britain and Canada, French and king- 
lish literature, in accordance with the programme of studies 
prescribed by the Council of Public Instruction. Due at- 
tention shall be given during the entire School course to 
manners and morals, and the laws of health, and to such 
physical exercises for the pupils, as may be conducive to 
health and vigor of body as well as mind, and to the venti- 
lation and temperature of School rooms.

(1) It shall be permissible for the Trustees of any School

to cause a primary course to be taught in the French 
language. 


GRANTS MAY BE WITHHELD. 


84. Any School, the officers of which shall knowingly 
allow such School to be taught or conducted in violation of 
the provisions of this Ordinance or of the regulations of the 
Council of Public Instruction er of the Superintendent of 
Education, shall be liable to forfeit all rights to- participate 
in any of the grants provided by this Ordinance to aid the 
Schools of the Territories and, upon satisfactory evidence 
of such violation, such grants may be withheld. 


RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION. 


85. No religious instruction, such as Bible reading or 
reciting, or reading or reciting prayers, (except as herein- 
after provided), or asking questions or giving answers from 
any catechism, shall be permitted im any School in 
the Territories, from the opening of such School at nine 
o'clock in the forenoon, until one half hour previous to the 
closing of such School in the afternoon, after which time 
any such instruction, permitted or desired by the Trustees, 
may be given. 


86. Any child attending any School shall have the privi- 
lege of leaving the School room at the time at which 
religious instruction is commenced, as provided for in the 
preceding Section, or of remaining without taking part in 
any religious instruction that may be given, if the parents 
er guardians so desire, 
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S7. It shall be unlawful for any Teacher, School Trustee 
or Inspector to, in any way, attempt to deprive such child 
of any advantage that it might derive, from the ordinary 
education given in such School, and such action on the part 
ne a ee y r ss S yee 
of any School Trustee, Inspector or Teaeher shall be 
held to be a disqualification for and voidance of the office 
held by him or her. 


NO FEES CAN BE CHARGED RATEPAYERS. 


88. No fees shall be charged by the Trustees of any 
school District on account of the attendance of any 
children, whose parents or guardians are ratepayers of such 
School District, at the School thereof; but a rate not ex- 
ceeding five cents per day per family, payable monthly in 
advance, may be charged for any children whose parents or 
guardians are not ratepayers to such School District. Pro- 
vided that in Union Schools, where two or more Teachers 
are engaged teaching in the High School Department, the 
‘Trustees may charge the pupils in Standards VI and VII 
in that Department a fee not to exceed five dollars per half 
year. 


KINDERGARTEN CLASSES, 


89. Kindergarten Classes may be established in any 
School in the Territories for the teaching and training of 
children between the ages of four and seven years of age 
according to Kindergarten methods, and in such Schools a 
fee may be charged not exceeding one dollar per month,for 
each pupil, to cover cost of mai ntaining such Department.

90. ‘Trustees of any School District may engage any

qualified Teacher, and make necessary arrangements at the 
expense of the School District, for the maintainance of a 
Night School; provided that the School is kept open for 
one month, a fee may be charged of not’ more than two 
dollars per month for each 1scnth or portion of month that 
the pupil is in attendance. 


32 SCHOOLS. 
INSPECTOR OF SCHOOLS. 
91, It shall be the duty of an Inspector -— 


(1) To visit such Schools as he may be directed, and eXi- 
mine the pupils in the ditterent Classes as to proficiency ™m 
their studies: 


(2) To observe that no books are used in any School but 
those selected from the list of books authorized by the 
Council of Publie Instruction : 


(3) To make a full Report of his Inspection of every 
School to the, Superintendent of Education and to the 
Trustees of each School District inspected, and to particu- 
larize in each Report name of School, name of Teacher, his 
Certificate, number of School children on the Register, 
number present on the day of Inspection, remarks on pro- 
ficiency of pupils, special remarks, if any, state of School 
buildings and premises, state of School apparatus, general 
tone of School, state of Secretary’s and ‘Treasurer's books 
and any complaints that may have been made to him by 
the ‘Teacher ; 


(4) Upon a visit to a School, to inspect the School Regis- 
ter and to write his name and the date of his visit upon 
the line immediately after the last name on the Roll ; 


(5) To observe that the School Register is systematically 
kept: 


(6) To inspect the School buildings and premises and to 
suggest to the Trustees any alterations he may deem 
necessary for the proper lighting of the School room amd 
the comfort, accommodation and health of the pupils ; 


(7) To inspect the School Time Table and endorse his 
approval upon it if satisfactory ; 7 


(8) To make the Time Table and ‘the Programme of 
Studies, prescribed by the Council of Public Instruction, 
the basis of his examination of the classes ; 
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(9) To inspect: the visitor’s book and write therein’ a 
general report of the condition in which he found the 
School ; 


(10) To endorse all Teachers’ certificates in accordance 
with the regulations of the Council of Public Instruction : 


(11) The minute and other books of Secretaries of all 
school Boards shall be mspected annually. and, if irregular- 
ities are found, the Inspector shall report the same to the 
Superintendent of Education and shall make such recom- 
mendation to the Trustees as he may deem necessary ; 


(12) The account books of Treasurers of all School 
Boards shall be mspected annually and the Inspector shall 
have power to call for all vouchers, receipts, auditor's reports, 
statements of accounts and assessment rolls.. Any irregu- 
larities shall be reported to the Trustees and the Superin- 
tendent of Education. 


92. There shall be paid from and out of any monies 
appropriated by the Legislative Assembly for Schools,in aid 
of Schools organized under and conducted according to the 
provisions of this Ordinance, Night Schools, Normal Schools 
and Teachers’ Institutes excepted, seventy per cent. of an 
amount to be calculated as follows : —

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Provided that in Schools, where more than one Teacher is 
employed, each department shall rank as a School, under the 
provisions of sub-section (a), when each Teacher employed 
has a daily average attendance of not less than 20 pupils; 


Provided further thut the grant mentioned in sub-section 
(c) shall not be payable in respect of any pupil who remains 
in any one Standard, (1) in summer Sehools more than 
three years, (2) in yearly Schools more than two years; 


(ec) Provided further that the amount upon which such 
percentage shall be payable shall not exceal the actual 
salary paid to any Teacher; 


(tf) Upon the recommendation of an Inspector, the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor-in-Council may make a special grant to 
any School, whether organized accor(ing to law or not, out 
of the General Revenue Fund of the Territories. 


93. There shall be regular annual promotion examina- 
tions held in each School in accordance with regulations to 
be issued by the Council of Public Instruction, in all 
Standards from Standard [11 upwards. | 

(a) In order to be promoted from Standard ITI to Stand- 
ard IV, pupils attending yearly Schools must pass’the’ ex- 
amination to be held in the month of .June in the rollowing 
subjects, namely -—Reading, dictation, composition and 
language, arithmetic, geography and history, as prescribed 
in Standard III of the programme of studies, 


(1) In order to be promoted from Standard IT toStandard 
IV pupils attending summer Schools must pass the examina- 
tion to be held in the month of September in the following 
subjects, namely :—Reading, dictation, composition and lan- 
guage, arithmetic, geography and history as preseribed in 
Standard III of the programme of studies. . 


(b) To be promoted from Standard IV to Standard ¥5>38 
pupil must pass the entrance examination to the High 
eae branch of Union Schools to be held in the month of 
June.

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(c) To be promoted from Standard V to Standard VI, a 

pupil must pass the examination to be held in July for a 
3rd class certificate. 


(d) To be promoted from Standard VI to Standard VII, 
a pupil must pass the examination to be held in July for a 
2nd class certificate. 


94. All grants shall be paid to the Treasurers of School 
Districts quarterly, after the last days of March, June, | 
September and December in each year, on receipt of a 
return per Form “I” in the Schedule annexed hereto,

Provided such return shows that the daily average atten- 

dance for such quarter was not less than six pupils. 


(a) Trustees of any School shall not engage an Assistant 
Teacher, (expecting Government aid) without having’ first 
given three months’ notice to the Superintendent of Edu- 
‘ation and had his sanction thereto. 


(b) The Trnstees shall forthwith report to the Superin- 
_tendent of Education the appointment, resignation or dis- 
missal of a Teacher or Teachers in their Districts, and, in 
the case of dismissal, state reason for such dismissal. 

(c) Provided that, in the event of the average daily at- 
tendance falling below six, or where, in the case of the 
larger Schools, the average daily attendance falls below the 
number necessary to entitle the School to the grant or 
grants for the additional Teacher or Teachers employed, 
upon the production of a certificate from a duly qualified 
medical man that the small attendance was due to the pre- 
valence of sickness in the District, the Council of Publie 
Instruction may pay the grant or grants for such quarter 


(a) In yearly Schools, any Teacher, who has taught for a 
period of not less than three months, shall be entitled to 
that proportion of the salary for the year which the days 
he or she has taught bear to the whole number of teaching 
days in the year. 


95, No grant for the quarter ending 30th June, in each 
year, sball be paid to any school, which is open during the 


. 
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whole year, until a return in Form “J” in the Schedule an- 
nexed hereto has been sent in by the ‘Trustees of the 
School District to the Superintendent of Education. 


96. No grant for the quarter ending 31st December, in 
each year, shall be paid to any School until a return m 
Form “KX” in the Schedule annexed hereto has been sent 1n 
by the Trustees of the School District to the Superintendent 
ot Education. 


ASSESSMENT. 
a 

97. Where a School District is situated within a Muni- 
cipality, the Trustees may, as soon as may be after the 
final revision of the assessment roll of the Municipality, 
make a demand on the Couneil of such Municipality for 
the sum required for School purposes for the then current 
year ; but such sums shall not exceed an amount equal to 
twelve mills on the dollar, according to the last revised as- 
sessment roll, on the property liable to assessment in such 
School District for ordinary School purposes, with such 
additional amount as may be necessary to meet any deben- 
ture indebtedness that may have been incurred and may be 
coming due. 


(a) Provided that, where School taxes are levied and col- 
lected by the Municipality, the assessment for School rate 
shall be the same as that made for the Municipality. 


(b) The Trustees of School Districts, other than Town 
School Districts, and those Districts situated either wholly 
or in part within the limits of a Town Municipality may 
elect and direct the assessor to assess all lands improved 
for farming or other purposes at the same value as. such 
lands would be assessed if unimproved, and may exempt 
from assessment all personal property, and shall strike such 
arate of assessment on the assessed value of the real estate 
within the District for the School they represent, but such’ 
rate shall not exceed two cents in the dollar on property 
lable to taxation for ordinary School purposes, provided 
the ‘Trustees have been requested to adopt that system of 
assessment by a petition signed by three-fourths of the 
resident ratepayers of the District. 
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98. In eases where Separate School Districts -have been 
established, when property owned by a Protestant is occu- 
pied by a Roman Catholic and vice versa, the tenant in such 
cases shall only be assessed for the amount of property he 
owns, whether real or personal, but the’ School taxes 
on such property shall in all cases, whether or not the same 
has been or is stipulated to the contrary in any deed, con- 
tract or lease whatever, be paid in the School District to 
which such owner is a ratepayer, 


99. In cases where Separate School Districts have been 
established, whenever property is held jointly, as tenants, 
or tenants inscommon, by two or more persons, the holders 
of such property being Protestants and Roman Catholics, 
they shall be deemed and held accountable to the Board or 
Boards of Trustses for an amount of taxes in proportion to 
their interest in the premises, tenancy or partnership res- 
pectively, and such taxes shall be paid to the Schoo! Dis- 
trict to which they respectively are ratepayers. 


100. If a School District be situated partly within two 
or more municipal corporations, then the Board of Trustees 
may make a demand upon each of such corporations for 
that proportion of the amount of money required by such 
District which may justly be demanded by such District 
according to the amount of property included within the 
limits of the District and situated within the limits of such 
Municipality ; or the Trustees may themselves, or by means 
of an assessor, levy an assessment as provided in this 
Ordinance. 


101. The Trustees of any School District or an assessor 
whom they may appoint, as soon as may be in each year, 
shall prepare an assessment roll for the School District, in 
which shall be set down, according to the best information 
to be had, a list of all the property taxable for their School 
in the District, with the names of the occupants and owners 
if such can be procured, and such list shall contain Im one 
line, but in different columns, the following information :— 


(1) Name of occupant or person” im possession (if there 
he no occupant, a statement to that effect) ; 
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(a) Religion of occupant; 

(b) Sex; 

(©) Age; 

(d) Occupation ; 

(e) Place of residence ; 

(2) Name of the owner, if it can be ascertained 
(if owner's name be unknown, such particulars concerning 
ownership as may beknown ; 

(a) Religion of owner ; 

(b) Sex; 

(c) Age ; 

(d) Occupation ; 

(e) Place of residence and Post Office address ; 


(3) Description of real property in occupation of each 
person ; 

(a) Part and number of section, township, range and 
meridian, or number and description of lot in special sur- 
vey, or number of lot, house, or other particulars of each 
parcel ; 


(b) Improvements in cultivated lands (gwing area), and 
buildings (giving size) on each parcel: 


(c) Area in acres or feet of each parcel ; 
(d) Value of each parcel; 
(e) Total value of real property ; 


(4) Description of taxable personal property ; 
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r e ° . 
(a) Taxable personal property, other than income, with 
particulars ; 


(b) Value of such personal property ; 


(c) Taxable income ; 


(d) Total value of personal property, including taxable 
income ; 


(5) Total value of taxable real and personal property. 


102. “Land,” “real property” and “real estate” respee- 
tively shall include all buildings or other things erected 
upon or affixed to the land and all machinery or other 
things so fixed to any building as to form, in law, part of 
the realty, and all trees or underwood growing upon the 
land, and all mines, minerals, quarries, fossils in and under 
the same, except mines belonging to Her Majesty. 


(1) “Personal estate” and “ personal property” shall 
include all goods, chattels, shares in incorporated companies, 
interest on mortgages, dividends from bank stock, money, 
and notes, at their actual value, and income from whatever 
source derived, and all other property except land and real 
estate and real property as above defined and except pro- 
perty herein expressly exempted ; 


(2) “Property ” shall include both real and personal pro- 
perty, as above defined ; 


(3) “Ranche” shall mean land held under a grazing lease 
from the Dominion Government. 


PROPERTY LIABLE TO TAXATION WITH EXEMPTIONS. 


108. All real and personal property situated within the 
limits of any School District or income derived by any 
person resident within the limits of such District, and 
wherever any portion of a ranche and the headquarters of 
such ranche are within the limits of any School District, 
the whole of the personal property belonging to the lessee 
of such ranche on the same, shall be liable to taxation, sub- 
ject to the following exemptions : 
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(2) All property held by Her Majesty or specially ex- 
empted by the Parliament of Canada or for the Public use 
of the Government of the Territories ; 


(2) All property held by or in trust for the use of any 
tribe of Indians or the property of the Indian Department; 


(3) Where any property mentioned in the preceding 
clauses 1s occupied by any person otherwise than in an 
official capacity, the occupant. shall be assessed in respect 
thereof, but the property itself shall not be liable ; 


(4) The buildings and grounds, to the extent of two acres, 
of all Public and Separate Schools and_ the _personal pro- 
perty belonging to the same, being used for School purposes, 
and under the management of the Council of Public In- 
struction of the Territories : :

(5) Jails and court houses and the necessary land attach- 
ed thereto; 


(6) Any land in.use as a pubhe cemetery, not exceeding 
twenty-five acres ; 


(7) The books of every public library ; 


(8) The income of a farmer derived from his farm, and 
the income of merchants, mechanics and other persons 
derived from ea pital liable to taxation : provided that the 
income of persons employed by the North-West Govern- 
ment be not exempted ; ! 


(9) Grant for six months after threshing, provided it has 
not passed from the possession of the grower; household 
effects of every kind, books and wearing apparel ; 


(10) The increase in the value of the land by reason of 
the annual cultivation thereof, together with the growing 
crops, or by reason of the cultivation of trees. 


104. A person occupying property or deriving income 
not liable to taxation may compel the assessor, on. written 
demand, to assess him for such property or income in order 
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that he may thereby be qualified for voting or holding 
otfice. 


ASSESSMENT OF REAL AND PERSONAL PROPERTY. 


105. Land and personal property shall he assessed 
against the person in cccupation or possession thereof, 
unless when, in the case of a non-resident owner, such 
owner shall in writing require the assessor to assess him 
alone for such property. But the person assessed shall im 
all cases, unless there is a stated agreement to the contrary, 
have summary recourse against such owner for the amount 
of taxes paid. 


106. Taxes may be recovered either from the owner or 
occupant. 


107. Where more persons than one are joint. tenants or 
tenants in common, or holders of any property, they, or any 
number of them, shall be assessed for the whole of such 
property, subject always to the provisions of Section 99 of 
this Ordinance, and such assessment may be levied upon 
any one or more of them, saving always the recourte of 
such persons against the remaining holders, tenants or 
owners. 


108. Real and personal property shall be estimated at 
their actual cash value, as would be appraised in payment 
of a just debt from a solvent debtor. 


109. Land held in actual use and not for purposes of 
sale shall be appraised at the value, which it is reasonably 
worth for the purposes for which it is in use. i 

110. Any person may be required by the assessor to de- 
liver to him a written statement of all property for which 
he is Hable to be assessed, with such other information as 
to owner, occupant, location and value or other necessary 
particulars as may he demanded, and if he fails to do so or 
knowingly makes any false statéments, such person shall, 
upon complaint of the assessor and upon conviction before 
a Justice of the Peace, forfeit and pay a fine not exceeding 
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fifty dollars, to be recovered in like manner as other penal- 
ties upon summary conviction before a Justice of the Peace. 


Ill. The assessment roll shall be completed by the first 
day of April,or so soon thereafter as may be in each year, and 
the assessor shall, before handing the roll over 40) the 
Secretary of the Board of Trustees, make an affidavit 
(which shall be inseribed upon the roll) before a Justice of 
the Peace, that the statements contained therein are correct 
to the best of his knowledge and belief, after making due 
enquiry in each case. 


COURT OF REVISION. 


[12. On receipt of the assessment roll by the Secretary 
of the Board of Trustees, in form as hereinbefore provided, 
he shall file the same, and at all convenient office hours 
shall keep it open to the Inspection of all persons resident, 
or Owning, or in the possession of property, or in receipt of 
incomes within the District, or the agents of such persons 
appointed in writing, for at least the space of two weeks 
and until the sitting of the Court of Revision, 


113. As soon as the assessment roll shall have been com- 
pleted and filed as hereinbefore provided, the Secretary of 
the Board of Trustees or the Assessor shallnotify in writing, 
by post or otherwise, every person whose name appears 
upon such roll and whose address is known, as follows:

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(a) Any person, who intends appealing against his assess- 
ment, must give notice of such appeal to the Secretary of 
the Board of Trustees one day previous to the meeting of 
the Court of Revision. | 


114. The Board of Trustees shall cause to be posted up 
at least 10 days before the meeting of the Court of Revision, 
in at least five conspicuous places within the District, a 
notice that the assessment roll of the District for the cur- 
rent year has been made up,and where it may be examined, 
also the time and place at which the Court of Revision will 
be held, with a notice that such parties, as do not appear 
before the Court of Revision, will not be entitled to appeal 
from the decision of the Court of Revision to the Supreme 
Court of the Judicial District in which such School District 
is situated. 


115. The Board of Trustees of any School District shall 
sit as a Court of Revision not less than fifteen or more than 
thirty days from the filing of the roll, and shall hear all 
complaints that may be entered up to the end of the day so 
appointed, and may adjourn from day to day until such 
complaints have been disposed of, but complaints entered 
after the day mentioned may or may not be recognized by 
such Court of Revision. 


116. Such Court of Revision shall have power to take 
evidence under oath, if necessary, either on behalf of the 
appellant or the School District, and shall alter or amend 
the assessment roll as to them shall seem in accordance 
with what is just and right. 


117. If a person is dissatisfied with the decision of the 
Court of Revision, he may appeal therefrom to a Judge of 
the Supreme Court. In all eases of appeals the proceedings 
shall be as follows :— 


[1] The person appealing shall, in person or by his agent, 
serve upon the Secretary of the School District, within eight 
days after the decision of the Court of Revision, a written 
notice of his intention to appeal to a Judge of the Supreme 
Court ;

held to hear appeals ; 


(5) The Secretary of the School District shall be the 
Clerk of such Court; : 


(6) At the Court so holden, the Judge shall hear the 
appeals, and‘may adjourn the hearing from time to time, 
wad defer judgment thereon at his pleasure, but so that all 
appeals may be determined before the first day of Sep- 
tember ; 


(7) At the Court to be holden by the J udge, to hear the

sufficient to meet such probable expenditure, making due 
allowance for charges and probable loss in collection ; 


[1] Such rate shall not exceed twelve mills in each dollar 
of property hable to taxation for ordinary School purposes, 
with such additional rate per dollar as may be necessary to 
meet any debenture indebtedness that may haye been 
incurred by such School District on the terms upon which 
it was incurred. 

COLLECTION OF RATES. 


119. The Board of Trustees shall eause to be made out 
« Collector’s roll for the District, on which shall be set down 
the name of every person assessed, the assessed value 
of his real property, and the amount with which 
such person is chargeable, according to the rate of taxation 
struck in respect of sums ordered to be levied by the Board 
of Trustees, with any other particulars that may be 
necessary, and such roll shall be placed in the hands of the 
Treasurer or Collector, duly appointed by the Trustees, for 
collection. 


120. As soon as the Treasurer or Collector shall have 
received the Collector’s roll he shall remit or cause to be 
remitted, by mail or otherwise, to each person whose name 
appears upon it as assessed for taxes, a notice in the fol- 
lowing form :

122. As soon as judgment has been given in the case of 
an assessment ecana to the Supreme Court, the Trustees 
shall alter, amend or erase from the assessment and Collee- 
tor’s rolls in accordance with such decision. 

125. The Treasurer or Collector shall notify the Board of 
‘Trustees from time to time of the names of persons who 
fail to pay the taxes assessed against them, and the Board 
of Trustees shall take, or authorize to be taken, such action 
for the collection of such taxes as is hereinafter provided 
in this Ordinance. 


124. In ease any person fails to pay the taxes assessed 
against him, during the thirty days of notice provided in 
Section 120 of this. Ordinance, the Treasurer or Collector 
may, by himself or his agent, levy the same-witlr costs, by 
distress of the goods and chattels of the person against 
whom the same is assessed situated within the rool Dis- 
trict, or of any goods or chattels found upon the premises 
assessed, the property of, or in the possession of, any other 
eccupant of the premises, and the costs char seable shall be 
those payable to Sheen 


125. The Treasurer shall, by advertisement LO ap in 
at least three public places im ‘the School District, wherein 
the sale of goods and chattels distrained is to be ede give 
at least six days’ public notice of the time and place of such 
sale and of the name of the person in payment of whose 
taxes the property is to be sold, and, at the time named in 
the notice, the Treasurer or Collector or his agent shall sell 
at public auction the goods and chattels distrained or so 
much thereof as may ‘be neces ‘sary to pay the taxes assess- 
ed, with all lawful costs up to the close of the sale. 


126. If the property distrained has been sold for more 
than the amount of the taxes and costs, and if no claim to 
the surplus is made by any other person on the ground that 
the property sold belonged to him; or that he was entitled 
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by lien or other right to the surplus, it shall be returned to 
the person in whose possession the property was when the 
distress was made ; 


f1] If any such claim is made by the person for whose 
taxes the property was distrained, and the claim is admit- 
ted, the surplus shall be paid to the claimant ; 


[2] If the claim is contested, such surplus money shall be 
paid over by the Treasurer or Collectorof the District to the 
Clerk of the Supreme Court within whose jurisdiction such 
School is situated, who shall retain the same until the res- 
pective rights of the parties have been determined, by action 
at law or otherwise. 


127. If the taxes payable by any person cannot be re- 
covered in any special manner provided by this Ordinance, 
they may be recovered, with interest and costs, as a debt 
due to the School District, in which case the production of 
the Collector’s Roll, or a copy of so much thereof as relates 
to the taxes payable by such person, certified as a true 
copy by the Secretary of the School District, shall be 
prvuma face evidence of the debt. 


128. The Treasurer shall, on or before, the first day. of 
December in each year, return the Collector’s roll to the 
Secretary of the Board of Trustees, with an account of 
all moneys received by him, accompanied by an affidavit, 
made before a Justice of the Peace, that the collection and 
other proceedings have been taken in aecordance with the 
terms of this Ordinance, and that all the returns contained 
therein are correct. | 


129. The Treasurer shall at the same time make a return 
certified by affidavit, as provided in the next preceding 
Section, of all property upon which the taxes, or any por- 
tion thereof, remain unpaid, and the reason of the failure of 
such payment ; ) i 


_ [1] A copy of such return shall be kept on file by the 
Secretary of the School District, and shall be open to in- 
spection of the ratepayers of the District or their agents. 
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130. ‘The taxes accrued on any land or property shall be 
a special lien upon such land or property having preference 
over any claim, lien, privilege or incumbrance of any party, 
except the Crown, and shall not require registration to 
preserve it, and shall bear interest at the rate of 5 per 
cent., from the time of the return of the Collector’s roll to 
the Secretary. . 


131. Such acerued taxes shall be entered “upon the 
Collector’s roll of the District against such property from 
year to year, and shall be held to be payable, if not other- 
wise collecte:t, at the same time and in the same manner as 
the ordinary taxes of the year. 


132. Whenever the Treasurer or Collector is satisfied, or 
is notified by the Board of Trustees, that there is sufficient 
alistress upon any real property within the District which 
is in arrears for taxes, he. shall proceed to levy the 
amount due in the manner and under the same provisions 
as are contained in Section 120 of this Ordinanee. 


133. When a portion of the tax on any land has been 
due for more than two years, preceding the current year, the 
secretary shall prepare a ie to be Headed “List of Lands 
to be Sold for Taxes,” which shall be in duplicate, of all the 
lands against which arrears of taxes remain unpaid, show- 
ing the : amount of such arrears against each lot, parcel or 
sub- division, and all other law ful char gos standing against 
such land on account of such arrears of taxes, and the 
Secretary shall certify to the correctness of such liste. One 
of said list shall be delivered to the Treasurer of the 
School. District, with a warrant thereto annexed, signed by 
the Chairman, commanding such Treasurer to levy and 
collect such arrears with costs. 


134. The Treasurer shall endorse on such list the date of 
the receipt thereof by him, and give a receipt therefor to 
the Secretary: and thereafter the collection of such arrears 
shall belong ‘to the Treasurer alone, and he shall receive 
payment of such arrears in whole; in no cease shall he 
receive a part thereof, unless satisfactory proof be produced 
of previous payment, or that an erroneous charge has been 
made in whole or in part, and a resolution of the Trustees 
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authorizing him so to do, and he shall give a receipt for 
such payment, specifying the amount, for what years, the 
description of the lot or parcel of land, and the date of 
payment, 


135. The Treasurer shall cause to be published in the 
weekly newspaper published nearest to the School District, 
in three consecutive issues of the same, a copy of said list, 
with a notice stating when and where the said lands are to: 
be sold, and shall cause to be posted up in at least five con- 
spicuous places in the School District (one of which shall be 
the Post Office nearest to the District) at least three weeks 
previous to the date of sale, similar copies of the said list 
and notice ; 


[1] The Treasurer shall also cause to be published in the: 
North-West Territories Gazette, during every issue of the 
same from the date of the first publication in the newspaper 
above mentioned to the date of sale, a notice in the follow- 
ing form :— 


NOTICE. 


Notice is hereby given that on the day of at the 
hour, of at (give naine of place in particular) there will be offered 
for sale by public auction, in avecordance with the terms and provisions of 
the School Ordinance of the North-West Territories, providisg for the 
sale of lands for arrears of School Taxes, certain lands situated in (g:ve 
name of School District) particulars regarding which lands may be found 
in the issues of (give name, date and place of issue of newspaper. ) 


136. The Treasurer shall, within one month after the 
last publication of the notice of sale, as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, proceed to sell the lands by publie auction, and the 
lands shall be offered for sale in lots or parcels, as the case 
may be, against which the arrears of taxes, together with 
costs and charges, stand. 


137. Where the title to any land sold for arrears of 
taxes is in the Crown, the deed therefor, in whatever form 
given, shall be held to convey only such interest as the 
Crowa may have given or parted with, or may be willing 
to recognize or admit that any person possesses under any 
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color of right whatever ; and the School District, on whose 
behalf any land shall be sold for arrears of taxes as afore- 
said, shall, in case of any such sale being declared invalid, 
be lable only for the purchase money actually paid there- 
for to the School District, and interest thereon. 


188. It shall not be the duty of the Treasurer to make 
enquiry, before effecting the sale of land for taxes, to ascer- 
tain whether or not there is any distress on the land, nor 
shall he be bound to enquire into nor form any opinion of 
the value of the land. 

139. The Treasurer shall offer each lot or parcel of land 
separately, and shall state the whole amount due on said 
lot or parcel, and shall sell the whole or so much as is 
necessary to the party who pays the whole of the amount 
due on account of said arrears, costs and charges. 


140. The land adjudged to be sold by the Treasurer under 
this Ordinance shall be sold in legal sub-divisions or por- 
vions thereof, commencing at the southeast corner, and 
shall include the buildings or other improvements thereon, 
and when the land has been sub-divided into lots or river 
lots, if the whole lot is not sold, the amount adjudged to 
be sold shall be a strip off the whole southerly side of said 
lot, and shall include the buildings or other improvements 
thereon. 


141. All sales of lands for taxes shall take place and be 
holden within the Hmits of the School District where the 
land to be sold is situated, unless otherwise directed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor-in-Counceil. 


- 142. The owner of any land or his agent may pay the 
arrears with costs and charges against the same at any 
time before the same are sold. 


143. The Treasurer may adjourn the sale from time t¢ 
time, but at the time of snch adjournment shall publicly 
state at what time the sale shall be resumed. 


144, If the purchaser of any land fails immediately to 
pay the arrears, costs and charges against any land, the 
Treasurer shall forthwith put up the property for sale. 
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145. The Treasurer, after selling any lands for taxes, 
shall give a certificate under his hand to the purchaser, 
stating what part of the land has been sold, describing the 
same as in notice of sale, the quantity sold, the sum for 
which it has been sold, and further stating that the land so 
sold will be conveyed by the Treasurer to the purchaser or 
his assigns on his or their demand, at any time after two 
years, if the same be not previously redeemed. 


146. The purchaser shall, on receipt of the Treasurer's 
certificate, become the owner of the Jand, so far as to have 
all the necessary rights of action and powers for protecting 
the same from spoliation or waste, until the expiration of 
the term during which the land may be redeemed; but he 
shall not knowingly permit any person to cut timber upon 
the land or otherwise injure the land, nor shall he do so 
himself, but he may use the land himself without deterior- 
ating its value; Provided that the purchaser shall not be 
hable for damage done to the property without his know- 
ledge. 


147. The owner, or his agent appointed by him in writ- 
ing, ay redeem any land sold by the Treasurer for arrears 
of taxes at any time after the sale thereof and before the 
expiration of two years, by paying to him the full amount 
for which the Jand was sold and interest thereon at the 
rate of twenty per centum per annum, to be computed from 
the date of sale, and an additional commission to the 
Treasurer of two and one-half per cent. 


148. From and after the payment to the Treasurer of the 
amount of redemption money as aforesaid, the purchaser 
shall cease to have any further rights in or to the lands in 
question. aS) 


149. ‘The purchaser shall be entitled to receive the full 
amount of purchase money from the Treasurer for the land 
so redeemed, together with interest to be computed at the 
rate of twenty per cent. per annum, from the date of the 
certificate given to him by the Treasurer to the date of the 
redemption. 


150. If the land be not redeemed within the period 
allowed for its redemption, being two years from the date 


* 
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ef sale, exclusive of that day, then on demand of the pur- 
chaser or his assigns or other legal representatives at any 
time afterwards and on payment of two dollars, the Treas- 
urer shall prepare and execute and deliver to him, or them, 
a deed in duplicate of the land sold. 


151. Such deed shall be in the form, or to the same 
effect, as in Form “L” in the Schedule annexed hereto, and 
shall state the date and cause of sale and the price, and 
shall describe the land according to the deseription in the 
certificate, and such deed shall have the effect of vesting 
the land in the purchaser or his heirs and assigns or other 
legal representatives in fee simple, and no such deed shall 
be invalid for any error or miscalculation in the amount of 
taxes or interest thereon in arrears or any error in des- 
cribing the land. 


INCURRING DEBT. 


152. Should it appear desirable to the Board of Trustees 
of any School District that a sum of money should be 
borrowed upon security of the District for the purchase of 
a School site or for the erection, purchase or improvement 
of a School building or buildings or for furnishing the same 
or for the purchase of suitable play grounds for the chil- 
dren attending the School or Schools of the District, they 
shall pass a by-law to that effect, as per Form “M” in the 
Schedule annexed hereto, or to the like effect, and before 
proceeding to borrow such sum of money, shall receive the 
sanction of a majority of the votes of the ratepayers of the 
School District voting thereon as hereinafter provided: 
Provided always, that this Section, as revised, shall relate 
back and take effect from and after the day of the passing 
of “The School Ordinance of 1884,’ 6th August, 1884. 


153. The Board of Trustees shall give notice, as per 
Form “N” in the Schedule annexed hereto, or to the like 
effect, of the polling, by notices displayed in at least ten 
conspicuous places throughout the District, at least twenty 
days before the polling. 


154. A certified copy of the notice of polling shall be 
forwarded forthwith to the Council of Public Instruction 
by the Secretary of the Board of Trustees. 
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155. The Chairman of the Board of Trustces or some one 
appointed by them shall be Returning Officer, and shall act 
as hereinafter provided. 


156. The Returning Officer shall: 


[1] Provide himself with a book, suitably ruled and 
headed for the purpose of recording the vote cast, in which 
shall appear, in separate columns, but in one line, the name 
and sex of each voter, the description of the propcrty voted 
upon, remarks whether voter was sworn or refused to be 
sworn, and the vote cast, whether “yea” or “nay” to the 
purpose specified in the notice of voting ; 


[2] Keep posted in a conspicuous place at-the place of 
polling, a copy of the notice of voting ; 


[3] Appear at the place on the day and at the hour men- 
tioned in the notice of voting, and continue there during 
the hours mentioned in such notice; 


[4] Question, either personally or by. an interpreter, m 
the voter’s own language, if necessary, every person’ pre- 
senting himself or herself to vote, as to the name and loca- 
tion, or description of property, and record the answers 
given in the poll book; 


[5] If required by any person present, or of his own ac- 
cord, if deemed advisable; administer the following oath, 
which shall express the qualification of voters: 


is do solemnly swear that I am a bona fide 
ratepayer of (give name of District in full); that I am of the full age of 
twenty-one years ; that I am not an unenfranchised Indian; that I have 
not before voted at this election ; and that I have not received any reward 
either directly or indirectly, nor have I'any hope of receiving any reward 
for voting at this time and place. So help me God. 


[6] If the voter is not required to be sworn, or if he 
takes the oath when required, ask him in an audible voice 
in the language spoken by him (either personally or through 
an interpreter) whether he votes for or against the purpose 
expressed in the notices of voting,and record his answer in 
the column headed “yea” or “nay,” according to the ex- 
pressed wish of such voter ; 
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[7] Admit any two persons who have respectively voted 
“yea” or “nay” into the polling place, to act as scrutineers, 
and on demand allow either or both of them to see any 
vote recorded in the book: 


[8] At the hour appointed in the notice of voting, sum 
up the votes cast and declare the result; 3 


[9] In the case of a tie after the final recount, give a 
easting vote; 


[10] Announce the day, being within seven days of the 
day of voting, when, and the place where he shall appear 
before a Justice of the Peacé for a final recount otf votes, | 
and when all complaints against the conduct or result of 
the voting shall be heard. , 


157. On appearing before a Justice of the Peace at the 
time and place appointed, the Returning Officer shall place 
in the hands of such Justice the poll book used by him at 
the poll, and shall make an affidavit before the Justice 
which shall be inscribed upon such book, that the election 
has been conducted throughout in the manner provided by 
this Ordinance (or with such exceptions as he shall men- 
tion) and that the returns contained therein are correct ; 


[1] The Justice shall then receive and record in| writing 
any complaint that may be made under oath by any parties 
relative to the conduct of the voting,and shall examine into 
and decide such complaints by taking evidence under oath. 


158. Before proceeding to the hearing of any complaint 
the Justice shall require the complainant to deposit with 
him such sum, not being less than twenty-five nor more 
than one hundred dollars, as may seem necessary to him to 
cover the costs of the hearing of the complaint, which costs 
shall be paid according to the decision of such Justice. 


159. The decisions of the Justice shall be as follows -— 
[1] If it be found that the proceedings in taking the 


vote have been irregular in any essential. particulars and 
that injustice has thereby been done, it shall be declared of 
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no effect, and the Justice shall forthwith forward to the 
Council of Public Instruction a full report to that effect ; 


[2] Ifit be found that any vote has been cast by any 
person not duly qualitied to vote, or on aecount of bribery 
or intimidation, it shall be struck off the poll book. 


160. When all complaints have been heard and decided 
upon and the corresponding alterations duly made in the 
poll book, the Justice’shiall finally sum up the votes cast 
and shall forward to the Council of Publie Instruction a 
return, as per Form “O” in the Schedule annexed hereto, or 
to the like effect, showing the total number of votes taken, 
and the number remaining on each side after the recount. 


I6L. If it is desired to appeal from the decision of the 
Justice, such appeal must be made in the manner provided 
in Section 77 of Chapter 178 of the Revised Statutes of 
Canada. 


162. Upon receipt of the return mentioned in Section 
160, and upon being satisfied that the several conditions 
required by this Ordinance have been® complied with, the 
Lieutenant-Governor shall, in writing, empowcr the Trustees 
to borrow the sum or sums of money mentioned in the by- 
law, and shall publish the same in the Official Gazette of 
the Territories; and the assent of the Lieutenant-Goyernor, 
published as aforesaid, to any such loan, shall be conclusive 
evidence that all the necessary formalities have been com- 
pled with, and that such loan is one which such School 
District may lawfully make. 


165. All money borrowed. under this Ordinance shal] 
be borrowed by debenture, except as hereinbefore provided 
by this Ordinance. 


[1] The total face value of the debentures issued shall 
not be for a greater sum than one-tenth of the total assess- 
ed value of the real property within the District, according 
to the last finally revised assessment roll of the District Sct 


[2] Debentures shall not run for a longer term than 
twenty years if the School buildings be built of brick, con- 
crete or stone, and shall not run for a longer term than ten 
years if the buildings be frame or log ;

164, The Trustees of any School District having received 
notice from the Lieutenant-Governor authorizing them to 
contract a loan as hereinbefore provided, shall issue deben- 
tures therefor in the form set forth in subsection 3 of the 
next preceding Section, to secure the amount of the princi- 
pal and interest of such loan upon the terms specified in 
the by-law before mentioned, and said debentures and the 
coupons thereof shall be sufficient, when signed by two of 
the Trustees of the School District, to bind such School 
District and to create a charge or lien against all School 
property and rates in the School District. for which such 
loan is made. 


165. All debentures shall, on redemption, be marked 
“cancelled” and signed by the Secretary of the Board of 
Trustees across the face thereof. 
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166. All debentures, before being issued, shall be sent 


for registration to the Superintendent of Education, who 
shall keep a book in which shall appear:— 


[1] The name and number of each School District issuing 
debentures; 


[2] The amount of debenture indebtedness incurred by 
such District from time to time ; 


[3] The purpose for which the indebtedness was incurred, 
with particulars of the amount for each specific purpose : 


[4] The date of redemption of each debenture. 
TEACHERS’ CERTIFICATES. 
167. No Certificate shall be given to any person as a 


Teacher who does not furnish satisfactory proot of good 
moral character. 


—— 


168. Every Teachers’ Certificate of Qualification shall 
be granted on the authority of the Council of Public In- 
struction and shall have the signature of the Superintendent 
of Edueation, and be registered by him. 


169. Provisional Certificates shal] only remain in force 
for one year from the date of issue, but shall lapse sooner 
if the holder shall fail. to pass the examination for a Third 
Class Certificate held during the year. 


Provided that the Superintendent may renew such Fro- 
visional Certificate to a Teacher actually engaged in teach- 
ing where the Trustees and an Inspector recommend it 
and the Superintendent is satisfied that to do so is in the 
interests of the School where such Teacher is employed. 


170. Kindergarteners, who hold Certificates from any 
Educational Department, may be authorized by the Super- 
intendent of Hdueation to teach children by Kindergarten 
methods only. 
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ANNUAL SCHOOL MEETING. 


171. An annual meeting of the ratepayers of every 
School District, except Town School Districts, shall be 
called by the Chairman of the Board of Trustees for the 
first Thursday of January in each year, or such other day 
not later than the Saturday following, as may be expedi- 
ent, by public notice, giving the day, place and hour of 
meeting, and such notice shall be posted in five conspicu- 
ous places within the District eight days before the day for 
which the meeting is called. 


& 
172. The Chairman of the Board of Trustees shall be 
Chairman of the meeting, and the Secretary of the School 
District shall record the minutes thereot. 


173. There shall at such meeting be submitted in writing 
by the Board of Trustees and read to the meeting :~— 


1] .By the Secretary thereof, a statement of the Teacher 
and signed by him giving the following particulars : 





[a] The number of days on which School was kept open 
during each term succeeding the last annual meerng ; 


[b] The total number of children attending School dur- 
ing that period, specifying the number of males and females 
respectively 


[c] The average daily attendance during cach term ; 


[d] The branches of education taught in the School and 
the number of children studying each ; 


[e] The number of dismissals of scholars for misbehavior 
or other causes ; 


[f] The report of the Inspector on the oceasion of his 
last inspection of the School : 


[2] By the Secretary of the Board of Trustees and 


signed by him, a statement showing :— 


[a] The names of the Trustees ; 
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[|b] The vacancies created in the Board during the year, 
if any, giving the reasons therefor with an account of the 
elections held to fill such vacancies and the results thereof ; 


|c] The engagements entered into during the year by the 
board as well as an account of those entailed upon themby 
their predecessors ; 


[d] The amount of assessable property in the Distriet 
according to the last finally revised assessment roll; 


le] Rate of School tax per dollar ; 


[t] Rate of tax per dollar to pay off debenture indebted- 
ivss, In cases where the School District is not wholly in- 
cluded within the limits of a Municipality ; 


|g] The appeals against assessment made to the Supreme 
Court and the result of such appeals ; 


[h] The times of holding regular meetings of the Board 
of ‘Trustees during the year, and the resolutions adopted at 
such meetings, with such particulars of the minutes as may 
he demanded by any ratepayer present ; 


[1] Particulars of the real and personal property held in 
the District. 


[3] By the Treasurer of the School District and signed 
by him, a statement showing :— 


[a] The amount of money received by the District from 
all sources during the year, with particulars ; 


[b] The amounts accruing to the School District funds of 
the past year on account of Government grants; 


[c] The amount of money due the District from all 
sources, with particulars : 


[dl] The amount of’ money paid out by the District dur- 
the year, with the particulars of payment ; 
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[e] The amounts, if any, due by the District, to whom 
due, and the terms and time of payment ; 


[4] By the Board of Trustees, and signed by the Chair- 
man, such statement in regard to the past, present anc 
future of the District, as they may deem sufficient. 


DEFERRED SCHOOL MEETINGS. 


174. In case, from want of proper notice or other causes, 
any first or other School meeting, required to be held under 
this Ordinance, was not heldat the proper time, any two 
resident ratepayers of the School District may, within 
thirty days after the time at which the meeting should have 
been held, calla School meeting by giving eight days’ 
notice to be posted in at least five of the most public places 
in the School District, and the meeting thus called shall 
possess all the powers and perform all the duties of the 
meeting in the place of which it is called. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


175. The School fiscal year shall commence on the first 
day of January in each year, and all accounts opened dur- 
ing the preceding fiscal year shall, if possible, be closed at 
that date. 


176. All Schooi Districts heretofore established are here- 
by continued under and subject to the provisions of this 
Ordinance. 


177. The Council of Public Instruction shall cause to he 
printed and kept on hand such forms as they may deem 
necessary in the carrying out of this Ordinance, and supply 
the same to parties interested, upon application. 


178. Public notices put up in accordance with this Or- 
dinance may be either printed or written and, unless other- 
wise provided, the Trustees shall post up, within the Dis- 
trict, at least five such notices, not less than eight days prior 
to the holding of all public meetings. 


179. All declarations and affidavits provided by this Or- 
dinance may be made either before a Justice of the’ Peace, 
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a Notary Public or a Commissioner appointed for taking 
affidavits. 


180. All School meetings after the first shall be called by 
the respective Boards of ‘Vrustees except as otherwise pro- 
vided by this Ordinance. 


181. The Council of Public Instruction may appoint a 
Commissioner to examine into and report upon the condi- 
tion of any one or more Schools, and such Commissioner 
shall have the powers of a School Inspector for such pur- 
pose. Pending any such investigation, no public money 
shall be paid to such School or Schools. 


[1] The Council of Public Instruction may at any time 
appoint a Commissioner to inspect the financial arrange- 
ments of any School District. 


182. In cases where it is provided in this Ordinance that 
Forms in the Schedule annexed hereto are to be used, such 
Forms shall be followed as nearly as muy be, or as the 
cireumstances will admit.

TEACHERS INSTITUTES. 


185. Any number of ‘Teachers may organize themselves 
into a Teachers’ Institute for the purpose of re ‘elving In- 
struction in the methods of teaching, and for discussing 
educational matters, subject to the regulations of the 
Council of Public Instruction.

[84. Schools in which the daily average attendance is 
not less than sixty (60), when not less than three Teachers 
are employed, and when not Jess than fifteen pupils in 
regular attendance at any such School have passed the 
examination prescribed by the Council of Public Instruction, 
for entrance to the High School branch of such Schools, 
shall be known as “ Union Schools.” 


(a) Provided that’ the Certificates held by the Teachers 
of the High School branch, are approved by the Superin- 
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tendent of Education, and the daily average attendance | at 
the High School branch of such School is at least ten ; 

(b) Provided always, that, in two adjacent School Districts 
jointly fulfillmg the above requirements, a Union School 
may be established in either District, at the discretion and 
under the nanagement of the Trustees of both Districts ; 


(c) The Council of Public Instruction shall prescribe a 
course of studies for use in the High School branch of 
Union Schools, and it shall be obligatory on the part of the 
Trustees of such Schools to provide suitable accommodation 
and all necessary School apparatus for the use of pupils ; 


(d) Provided that, where Union Schools are established, 
the High School Department of such Schools shail be non- 
sectarian : 


(e) Trustees of Union Schools, if they deem it advisable, 
may place each branch of their School under the control of 
a Teacher, and make regulations as to their duties. 


185. The Council of Public Instruction may, under regu- 
lations prescribed by them, authorize the establishment of 
a Normal Department in any such School, and the Trus- 
tees of any such School shall thereupon establish such 
Normal Department. 


COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 


186. In every School District, where there are at least 
tifteen children of School age, resident within a radius of 
one mile and a half from the School House, it shali be com- 
pulsory for the Trustees of such District to keep the School 
open the whole year. 


L87. In every School District, where there are at least 
ten children of School age, it shall be compulsory for the 
Trustees of such District to have their School in operation 
af least six months in every year. 


18S. Every parent, guardian or other person, resident in 
a School District, having control of any child or children, 
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between the ages of seven and twelve years, shall be re- 
quired to send such child or children to School for a period 
of at least twelve weeks in each year, at least six weeks of 
which time shall be consecutive ; and any parent, guardian 
or other person who does not provide that every such child 
under his or her care shall attend School, or be otherwise 
educated, shall be subject to the penalties hereinafter pro- 
vided by this Ordinance. 


189. It shall be the duty of the Trustees of every School 
District, or any person authorized by them, after ‘being 
notified that any parent, guardian or other person, having 
control of any child or children, neglects or violates the 
provisions of the next preceding Section, to make complaint 
of such neglect or violation to a Justice of the Peace and 
it shall be competent for any such Justice of the Peace to 
investigate or decide in a summary manner upon any such 
complaint, and to impose a fine not exceeding one dollar for 
the first offence, and double that penalty for each subse- 
quent offence. | 


190. It shall be the duty of the Justice of the Peace to 
ascertain, as far as may be, the circumstances of any party 
complained of for not sending ‘his or her child or children 
to School, or otherwise educating him or them,and he shall 
accept any of the following as a reasonable excuse :—

(1) That the child is under insiruetion in some other 
satisfactory manner; 


(2) That the child has been prevented from attending: 
School by sickness or any unavoidable cause ; 


(3) That there is no School open, which the child can 
attend, within such distance, not exceeding two and one 
half miles, measured according to the nearest passable road 
from the residence of such child: 


(4) That such child has reached a standard of education 
of the same or of a greater degree than that to be attained 
in the School of the School District’ within which such child 
resides ; | 
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(5) That such parent or guardian was not able, by reason 
of poverty, to clothe such child properly, or that such child's 
bodily or mental condition has been such as to prevent his 
or her attendance at School or application to study for the 
period required. 


TRUANCY. 


191. The Trustees of each School may appoint a Truant 
officer who shall, for the purposes of this Ordinance, be 
vested with police powers, and Trustees shall have author- 
ity to make Regulations for the direction of such officer in 
the enforcement of the provisions of this Ordinance,as they 
may deem expedient, provided such Regulations are not 
inconsistent with any of the provisions of this Ordinance, 
and have been approved by the Superintendent of Hdu- 
eation. 


192. If the parent, guardian, or other person, having the 
legal charge of any child, shall neglect or refuse to cause 
such child to attend, within five days, some School, after 
being notified as herein required (unless excused from such 
attendance as provided in this Ordinance) the Truant officer 
shall make or cause to be made a complaint against such 

erson before any Justice of the Peace, having jurisdiction 
in the School District in which the offence occurred, .and 
it shall be competent for such Justice of the Peace to 
investigate or decide, in a summaryemanner, upon any such 
complaint, and to impose a fine, not exceeding one dollar 
and costs for the first offence, and double that penalty for 
each subsequent offence. 


193. Provided that in other than Town School Districts 
the provisions. of the foregoing clauses relating to truancy 
shall not apply ts children who may reside more than one 
mile from the School House. 


194. Chapter 59 of The Revised Ordinances, 1588, 
Ordinance No. 20 of 1889, Ordinance No. 15 of 1890, and 
Ordinance No. 28 of 1891-92, are hereby repealed.
